WHEREAS the Arkansas Press Association, in 


its annual convention assembled at Hot Springs 
Arkansas, this 3rd day of June 1960, has -considered 


_fhe abridgment of free speech inherent in the present 
federal tax rulings and regulations of the Internal 


Kevenue Service of the United States, respecting the 
deducibility for income tax purposes of expendi- 
tures for advertising and other public policy activ- 
ities calling the public's attention to public issues and 
proposed legislation related thereto; and 


WHEREAS such association has found that 


under such rulings and regulations, such Internal 
Kevenue Service assumes the authority to determine 
Whether such advertising or public policy activities 


^shall or shall not be deductible as a business expense, 


and that deduction may be allowed or disallowed on 
the sole basis of this bureau's decision as to whether 
or not such advertising or similar activity constitutes 
an attempt to influence the enactment or defeat of 
proposed federal or state legislation, constitutional 
amendments referendums, or local ordinances; and 


WHEREAS such determinations in effect pen- 


alizes, through administrative action, the right of 
tree speech and the right to petition on issues basic- 
.ally affecting the civil and property rights of adver- 
tisers or others seeking public policy action, and 


thereby is repugnant to basic constitutional prin- 
ciples; and
